On Saturday, in Auckland, 
Australia will begin its fitth World 
Cup campaign, surrounded by the 
usual amount of controversy. 

It has been a far from easy 
period since the quiet, almost 
gentle dismissal of Jimmy 
Shoulder and the arrival of the 
tempestuous Rudi Gutendorf. 

Wisely or not, the ASF has put 
most of its eggs in the World Cup 
basket: now our immediate soccer 
future, economic viability and 
prestige are at stake. 

So the Auckland game carries 
an extra burden; a possible defeat, 
tet alone areal fiasco would echo 
through our soccer land. 

Still, it's hard to accept the over- 
dramatised view of some that the 
Auckland match on Saturday is 
“critical.” 

itis terribly important if we can 
win it—but only moderately so if 
we lose. 

Afterall, itis only the first ofa 
series of eight elimination games 
and a loss away from home in the 
first match should not fatally 
wound Australia’s chances of 
reaching the second round. 


Arguments that New Zealand has become amajor 
soccer power can betaken with a grain of salt. 

Just because we have had our problems, we tend 
to see the affairs of all others as something ap- 
proaching perfection. 

Despite everything that has been written, said or 
done, Australia is still ahead of New Zealand in soc- 
cer and the Auckland match may well prove this. 

Frankly, it matters surprisingly little what team 
Gutendorf will send on the field. 

We have no truly outstanding players who would 
pick themselves: there is no Watkiss, Warren, Baartz, 
Ackerley, Schaefer or Abonyi. 

What does matter is that the players who will 
represent Australia be fit and ready to fight through 
the 90 minutes. And that we can expect from them, 

In recent weeks Gutendort appears to have depar- 
ted from his earlier concept which had no room for 
true midfield players. 

He has pushed the powerful, aggressive Davidson 
forward from the defensive line and co-opted Billy 
Rogers, perhaps the most dynamic, active midfielder 
in the country at present.

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THE WAY TO BANK 


If you like tales of rags- 
teriches, you won't find 
many better than the story 
of Diego Maradona, the 
fifth of eight children in a 
mill-worker's household 


years in 
professional football. 
Maradona’s move from 
Argéntinos Juniors to 
Boca Juniors on a year's 
loan for an incredible $4 


million has hit the 
headlines all over the 
world, 

And if Boca want to 
retain Diego after next 
year's World Cup Finals 
in Spain they must fork 
out another $4 million, 
establishing in the 
process a new world 
record transfer involving 
six players and $8 million 
in cash, 

Add up all the other 
close season signings in 
Argentina, and they 
barely reach half the 
value placed on 20-year- 
old Maradona, 

Add up all the 
Mewspaper _ headlines, 
and they dwarf all the 
important political even- 
ts of recent months. 

Think of the Argen- 
tinos Juniors fans who 
tried to burn down the 


stadium when — they 
discovered he was 
leaving. 

Imagine the at 


mosphere as a capacity 
70,000 crowd packed in- 
to Boca’s Bombonera 
stadium to see him score 
twice on his league 
debut against Talleres. 


And try to imagine the 
scenes outside, as 
20,000 were locked out. 

And, perhaps most 
important of all, think of 
Diego Maradona. 


HUMBLE 


For just five years ago, 
all this would been 
totally unthinkable for 
the stocky 15-year-old 


playing in the youth 
teams at Argentinos and 
who'd lived his 


childhood in the humble 
surroundings of Villa 
Fiorito — a corrugated- 
iron suburb of Buenos 
Aires, 

In just four-and-a-half 
years, he's gone from a 
fee of a few hundred 
pesos per game to an 
annual contract that 
guarantees him $670,000 
basic pay; plus bonuses 
($600 per point if Boca 
are in the top two): plus 
25 per cent of takings in 

» exhibition matches. 

All tax free. Plus 
lucrative contracts with 
Puma, with Coca Cola 
and with an Argentine 
airline. 

The club's new 
president, Martin Noel, 
justifies the controver- 
sial spending of money 
they haven't got by ex- 
plaining: 

“Boca’s economic 
salvation lies simply in 
being able to fill our 
stadium every week. 
With Maradona in our 
line-up we'll be able to 
do this, so our income 
will increase significan- 
tly and justify our high 
level of investment.” 


Diego sured ie 
Papers, pocket is 
$332, share of the 


deal, and said goodbye 


to Argentinos in an 
emotion-filled exhibition 
match when he played 
the first half in his old 
red shirt before donning 
Boca's blue and gold for 
the second half. 

“| felt something tear, 
deep inside me," admit- 
ted Diego, “when! pulled 
off my Argentinos shirt’ 
for the last time. A 
thousand memories just 
flooded into my mind, 
and | couldn't help 
crying. 

“After all, I'd been 
with the club since | was. 
ten. I'm going to keep 
that Argentinos shirt to 
pass on to my 
children...” 

Boca manager Silvio 
Marzolini went on record 
as saying: 

“| feel as though I've 
won the pools. Yet | can’t 
sleep at night. 

“I know that if | fail to 
win titles with people 
like, Diego, Brindisi and 
Trobbiani in my side, I'll 
just have to retire from 
football. If | can’t work 
with this team, I'll never 
do any good anywhere.” 

‘And Argentina's 
national team manager, 
Cesar Luis Menotti had 
warned: 


PRESSURE 


“This will make Diego 
grow up. At Argentinos, 
finishing fourth in the 
table was a triumph. 

“Now he'll have to 
learn to cope with all the 
pressures of being ex- 
pected to win the 
League. 

“You could say that 
his career is beginning 
now, just as Pele's 
career started in '59 
when Santos began their 
international tours. 

“And | can't help 
thinking about Rene 
Houseman — he was 
getting just the same 
sort of publicity as 
Maradona back in 1973, 
And in 1974 Houseman 
Started to go downhill.” 

“Maradona Is at the 
crossroads, and he must 
decide if he's going to 
try and be a truly great 
player or simply remain a 
very good player..." 

Days later, Diego 
stepped out on to the 
pitch for his debut. 

“| don’t know whether, 
my legs were trembling 
or whether there was an 
earth tremor! | was as 
nervous as when | made 
my first team debut for 
Argentinos in ‘76. 

"What's more, | pulled 
a muscle in training, and 
| had to have an injection 
before the match. | felt 
OK once I'd touched the 
ball, and didn't do 
too badly. 

in fact, Diego scored 
twice from the penalty 
spot in Boca’s 4-1 win, 
and set up the other two 
goals for Brindisi. 

And the Boca 
treasurer was gleefully 
claiming that the club’s 
investment looked like 
paying off — so much so 
that Boca hurriedly took 
out an insurance policy 
guaranteeing the club $6 
million if Maradona suf-

—The Leichhardt-APIA 
team has been improving 
ste since 1980; are 
you happy with the 
progress? 

—Oh yes, even with 
our young players like 
Pullen, Skellern, 
Woodhouse and others. 
It takes a club at least 
two or three years just to 
consolidate again. APIA 
were one of the forerun- 
ners of soccer in 
Australia, then went 
down to a very low ebb. 
To get them back near 
the top so that they can 
stay there will take time. 
it was the same with 
Dundee; it took us three 
years to get promotion. 

—Have you any young 
players coming through? 

—We have. There is 
Watts who can deputise 
for Pullen and another 
defender, Casacchio. | 
have no fear about our 
youth policy, 

—You have signed six 
new players for this 
season; isn’t that too 
many? 

—It's only five, really, 
as Morsello was here for 
part of last year. We have 
a squad of 16 players 
now and any one of them 
can play. I'm trying to 
blend the players into 
the team according: to 
their style. It's not that 
you try to squeeze them 
into a rigid, pre- 
determined system. 

—Your whole midfield 
— Hughes, Leyden and 
Kafka — is new: how do 
they shape up? 

—Hughes missed five 
weeks with an injury but 
he'll be OK. Kafka is a 
very skilful player though 
not very aggressive, so 
Leyden has to do a lot of 
running for him. 

—Leyden is not exactly 
the favorite of the suppor- 
ters and, frankly, he has 
been playing poorly

1am surprised and not 
a little disappointed at 
the reaction, or lack of it, 
to the reference in your 
column “From the Press 
box", about imports and 
the shabby treatment 
talented Australian 
Youth Is still receiving, 
epitomised this time, by 
the exodus of young 
Australian players from 
Canberra City. 

Nobody in his right 
mind would deny the 
enormous benefit 
derived from contact 
with players of the 
calibre of Graeme 
Souness of Liverpool, 
dustin Fashanu of Nor- 
wich, and others of the 
same class. 

What irks me is the 
ordinary, run of the mill 
import who does not 
make a significant con- 
tribution to our soccer 
except to prevent our 
budding youngsters from 
breaking into the ‘big 
time’. 

Over the last 20 years | 
have watched with 
delight youngsters 
reaching the top at junior 
level, only to see them 
drop out of soccer 
altogether, or languish in 
the lower grades 
because leading clubs 
spent their money on 
imports rather than 
develop the local talent 
available to them. 

This malaise is not a 
South Australian 
monopoly, either. It hap- 
pens elsewhere, too, ft 
believe. 

Of the 25 players 
selected to the initial 
National High Schools 
squad in 1975 only Dun- 
can Cummings, Chris 
Kalafatidis, Zoran Ilioski 
and Joe Senkalski play 
PSL soccer. 

Where are the others? 
Were they all 
‘discovered’? An 85 per- 
cent ‘leakage’ at this 
level is rather high. 

On the credit side 
there is Laumets who 
missed out on selection, 
but made the grade 
nevertheless.

if our national coach Rudi Gutendorf and some of 
our club coaches had their way, the 1981 PSL 
season would end somewhere between January and 
March 1982. 

Meanwhile, notwithstanding ASF president Sir Ar- 
thur George's imperial denial in a recent TV inter- 
view, the ASF would go broke unless he himself 
jar from 


certain prospect at this stage. < 
The truth is that soccer appears to interfere with 


our domestic affairs. 

Rudi Gutendort, perhaps understandibly,| 
blinkered view of Australian soccer: for him 
reaching Spain is the only measurable target, damn 
the consequences. 

‘The coaches of the ‘major clubs,’ on the other 
hand, want to hang on to their jabs, come what may, 
and {ook at club interests only. 

So the tug-of-war continues, 

Gutendorf, vaguely referring to ‘national in- 
terests' wants the entire structure of Australian 
soccer to be programmed to suit his timetables. 

The clubs, if they are reluctant to toe the line, are 
branded selfish, shortsighted and—god forbid—un- 
patriotic. 

Meanwhile, club coaches accuse Gutendort of all 
sorts of crimes, such as squeezing their star players 
dry in the training camps. 

However, Gutendorf and the club coaches do 
agree on one point, even If their motives are dif- 
ferent: they want complete PSL rounds postponed 
not just when the national team plays but also the 


week before.

Where would that lead us? 

Suppose—just suppose, for amaddening 
moment—that all the coaches get their way, this 
is what can happen to our schedules in 1981. 

May 16: Australia v New Zealand, in Sydney. 
Demand (jointly by Gutendorf and the club 
coaches) to have Round 12 (May 10) and Round 
13(May 17) called off, That's two. 

May 20: Australia v Indonesia. May 17 round is 
already under attack. Still only two. 

July 26: Fifi v Australia. Demand to cancel 
Round 22 (July 19) because of likely training camp, 
injuries, players’ metal fatigue, etc and, of course, 
Hound 23, July 26, That’s tour rounds now. 

August 14: Australia v Fiji. Rounds 25 and 26 
(August 9 and 16) under similar threat, same 
reasons. That's six rounds now. 


Trans Australia Airlines 
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August 25: Taiwan v Australia and— 

‘August 30: Indonesia v Australia. 

Opportunities unlimited for cancellations. How 
about Round 27 (August 23) and Round 28 (August 
30)? As a bare minimum, of course, 

That makes it eight rounds that could be post- 
poned, cancelled or somehow mutilates, if the 
philosphies of Gutendorf and some of our 
coaches were accepted. 

Then there is one more game, Australia v 
Taiwan, without a scheduled date, some time in 
August or September. Another disruption.

When would the PSL finish? 

The last round (30) is set down for September 13, 
with only the Philips Cup final to follow. 

But wait: what if Australia wins the Oceania group 
and has to play home ‘and away matches against 
Saudi Arabia, China and either Kuwait or South 
Korea, in the September—November period? 

Where do you stick in those postponed rounds, 
maybe five,maybe more? 

Gutendort says that’s not his problem. As for the 
club coaches, they shrug their shoulder and look 
away into the distance. 

When pressed, they say ‘how about midweek?" 

But midweek will bring another outery—from the 
club presidents. 

“We are going broke and now the PSL wants us to 
play on Wednesday night when all our fans work," 
they will say. 

Even the coaches will wake up, though slightly 
late as usual. 

‘We have to play three matches in eight days,” 
they will scream. ‘That's inhuman, with part-time 
players. No wonder we keep losing...’

So what's the solution to all this, if there is one? 

To start with, any demand to postpone matches: 
the week before’an international should be 
dismissed; such frivolity is not permitted 
anywhere in the world. 

The West German national team travelled to the 
Little World Cup in Uruguay last December after a 
few days in camp; England plays its internationals 
on Wednesdays and all games on the Saturday 
before and after, go on in the League. 

Of course, players can get injured—that's 
always a risk. So perhaps we should call off the 
entire PSL in case players get hurt in April fora 
July international? 

All this is not a new problem, neither an isolated 
‘one, All countries go through similar agonies. 

That's the price you pay for taking part in inter- 
national competitions: a congested calendar, a 
heavy demand on the top clubs and players.

But there is still a big difference. Others, such as 
England or Germany, plan months ahead. We don't. 

Invariably, year after year, especially during World 
Cup campaigns,we are confronted with last minute 
demands for schedule changes. 

It wouldn't matter too much, really, whether the 
PSL called off three rounds or even eight—as long 
as it was done well in advance, after the most pain- 
‘staking study of the year's program and in con- 
sultation with the clubs and Gutendorf. 

But it isn’t done that way. We do things in ‘the last 
minute as it nobody had a current calendar. 


° MANAGER NEEDED 


All this brings up a pertinent question: why 
doesn’t the ASF appoint a knowledgeable man to! 
act as the national team's manager-secretary? 
Rudi Gutencorf is unable or unwilling to carry out 
all the necessary administrative and 
organisational chores associated with the 
national team’s campaign, so he needs aman 
working with him in daily liaison. 

Not under him—with him. Nota subaltern but a 
partner. 

Such aman could, in co-operation with the 
ASF—indeed, under their overall control—plan 
ahead, lay down schedules, make advance 
arrangements, study the PSL programs and, above 
all, co-exist with the clubs. 

His chores would be manifold. If Australia did 
have a competent manager, we would not have 
had the spectacle of the recent naluralisation cir- 
cus and the tug-of-war over possible post- 
ponements. 


¢ THINKING AHEAD 


A good manager would have arranged frequent 
meetings between Gutendorf and the club 
coaches—something that takes place only very 
rarely—in order to synchronise the various interests. 

He would have arranged for some reliable obser- 
vers to have a close look at the Hong Kong, Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia World Cup tourneys—not just one, 
selected atrandom. 

He would have compiled the most detailed dossier 
on ail possible or likely national players. 

This manager would never travel with the 
team—but two or three days ahead of it. 

‘Our Socceroos are traditionally ‘shocked’ on 
arrival in any foreign port that the hotel, transport 
and training facilities are inadequate. A good ad- 
vance man could eliminate these shocks. 

He would, by now, have a fair knowledge of hotel 
and training possibilities not just in Jakarta, Taipei 
and Fiji but even Spain—just in case we make it 
there. 

It we don't, too bad. But If we do, will it be again 
the usual last minute indecision, pehic and 
complaints? 


e ACCUSATIONS 


Gutendorf accuses Blanco, Wallace accuses 
Gutendorf, Docherty accuses Wallace, Labbozzet- 
taaccuses the PSL,Arthur George accuses the 
press and so it goes on and on, year after tedious 
year. 

What none of them want to realise is that it’s 
the system that needs revamping, not necessarily 
the people.
